The Mahaska County Board of Supervisors met in special session on the above
date at 2:00 p.m. in the third floor conference room of the Mahaska County courthouse.
Present were the following board members: Chairman — Henry VanWeelden; Vice
chairman — Mark Groenendyk and Member — Steve Wanders. Also present were Angie
Holland, Osky Herald; Joe Lancello, KBOE; Russ VanRenterghem, Sheriff and Susan
Brown, Mahaska County Auditor.

Chairman VanWeelden opened the meeting at 2:00 p.m.

It was moved by Groenendyk seconded by Wanders to approve the agenda for
today’s meeting.

County Auditor Susan Brown reported there were 14,862 registered voters for the
General Election of which 8,654 cast a ballot for a turnout percentage of 58.23%.

Votes cast for each office in the General Election held in Mahaska County on
November 6, 2018 were read. It was moved by Groenendyk seconded by Wanders to
accept the canvass of the votes and declare candidates receiving the most votes to be
winners. All present voted aye. Motion carried.
